PELHAM - Richard Rybiak 
in his first election campaign 
walked away with a town 
council seat Monday. 

In a byelection to fill a 
vacant position, he received 
434 votes to take 54% of those 

Former Ward 1 council Jim 
Lane finished second with 
204 followed by Robert Fraser 
with 101, Dave Emmons 54 
and Louis Butko 12. 

Pelham’s first ever byelec¬ 
tion had a 22% turnout from 
the 3,600 eligible votes. 

Rybiak speaking at town 
hall after the results were 
released said he will catchup 
on the issues as he takes his 
place at the council table. 

The people of Ward 1, he 
said, are concerned about 
retaining the identities of 
their communities whether 
Fenwick, North Pelham or 
Pelham Union. 

“They want to remain viable, 
strong and vibrant," he said. 

One immediate issue for 
Rybiak is to reduce speeding. 

“Throughout the ward, as 
I went door to door/' people 
complained about cars racing 
across the ward, he said.

The councillor-elect 
thanked the voters and his 
supporters for their hard 

He praised the four candi¬ 
dates who opposed him. 

“It was a good clean, posi¬ 
tive campaign,” he said. 

The deciding factor he 
thought was the voters 
wanted someone who lis¬ 
tened to them, understood 
the issues “and knew where 
they were coming from.” 

Most of all they want to be 
heard at the council table, he 
said. 

Jim Lane who fin¬ 
ished second said he was 
“extremely disappointed but 
not surprised.” 

He said he was disap¬ 
pointed with the turnout for a 
byelection that everyone said 
they wanted. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn con¬ 
gratulated the winner in the 
council chambers where the 
results were projected on a 
screen as they arrived at town 
hall. 

“It’s better to have a deci¬ 
sion made by hundreds, 
rather than a few,” he said 
about the decision to hold 
a byelection to chose a new 
councillor rather than use 
an appointment by council 
approach. 

The seat in the two-seat 


ward became vacant when 
seven-year councillor Debbie 
Urbanowicz resigned at the 
end of February for health 
reasons after she was elected 
in the October municipal 
election. 

Augustyn said Rybiak he 
would probably join council 
at its July 18 meeting. 

It allows time for possible 
recounts and for orientation 
to council issues and proce¬ 
dures, he explained. 

“We are happy to fill the 
vacancy, there is a lot of work 
to do,” he said. 

Ward 1 Coun. Larry Clark 
said he is happy to have 
another councillor in the 
ward to pick up the load. 

Town clerk Nancy Bozzato 
said the byelection went very 
smoothly and "her crew did a 
great job." 

They found ways to 
improve procedures that will 
be used in the 2014 munici¬ 
pal election. 

The turnout of 22% was a 
little disappointing, she said, 
after a 43% turnout in Ward 1 
during the 2010 election. 

“Still it’s democracy in 
action and democracy is 
always worth the effort.”

Les Csanyi addressed town

Strogryn said he was 
unaware of the council meet¬ 
ing and would have been 
there had he known. 

He said Csanyi had not 
spoken to him about the 

The stone-and-dirt berm 
is not breaking any laws and 
does not require any permits, 

It will improve rather than 
harm his agricultural opera¬ 
tion by drying out a wet area 
to protect his hay production, 
eliminate a mosquito source, 
create a tree nursery, and 
prepare a solar-panel-friendly 

It would also provide him 
with access to a wooded area 
at the back of the 28-acre 
property. 

The berm, Stogryn said, 
would be landscaped similar 
to one he has on the other 
side of his property. 

He had no intention of 


endangering well water, as 
Csanyi said, because his own 
well probably draws from the 

Stogryn did agree with 
Csanyi that sidewalk sections 
with some asphalt attached 
are unwanted parts of the 

"They did this without my 
permission,” he said about 
sidewalk slabs brought in by 
a contractor. "They husded it 
all in" while he as away at a 
medical appointment. 

What he wanted was mate¬ 
rials he could move around 
himself with his tractor. 


He had made arrange- 

Construction and its subcon¬ 
tractor Centennial to receive 
dirt from the Pelham St. 
reconstruction project. 

Some of the sidewalk slabs 
he may use for base to stack 
firewood or other such fea¬ 
tures around the property. 
The rest he would be glad 
to have the subcontractor 
remove them and has written 
to the town to ask its contrac¬ 
tor to do it. 

Stogryn, a general contrac¬ 
tor and electrical dealer, is 
building a combination house 


and construction-equipment 
storage garage. 

The work was delayed while 
he recovered from extensive 
back injuries received in a car 
accident. 

"A 17-year-old drove 
through a stop sign and hit 
us," he said about the acci¬ 
dent near Hernder Estate 
winery in St. Catharines. The 
injuries required an unusual 
operation and ongoing exten¬ 
sive rehabilitation. 

"We worked hard for 35 
years and this was going to 
be our dream home,” he said 
about the Centre St. home he 
wants to finish and move into. 
He and his wife Jane now live 
in a home on Canboro Rd. in 
Fenwick. 

Stogryn said the town was 
too quick to impose a half¬ 
load limit, which has effec¬ 
tively stopped him from 
receiving fill. 

The 65 truck-loads of 
material were brought to his 
site from Pelham St. as well 
as from a landscaper since 
November. 

It did not tear up the road 
as claimed by the town. 

He said the road has 
received little damage. Some 
of that came from trucks 
owned by neighbours who 
operate farm equipment and 
construction trucks on the

Byelection could 
become a model 

W hile a voter turnout of 22% isn’t 
spectacular, the 805 who voted 
were part in a historic exercise in local 
democracy. 

Monday’s vote to fill a Ward 1 vacancy on 
town council is the only time Pelham has 
called a byelection to select a councillor. It 
had two other opportunities in the past 
In the first, following the death of a coun- 
cillor, it left the seat vacant It was only a few 
months before the next regular municipal 
election. In the second incident in 2008, it 
appointed the third-place finisher in die 
previous elecdon for the two-seat ward. He 
served the remaining two years of the four- 
year term. 

This time it went to a byelection rather 
than an appointment because it was dealing 
with almost a foil four-year term. Few other 
municipalities have turned to byelections. 
Howevet you can expect to see it more often 
because of the longer terms. 

This is only the second round of four-year 
terms. Previously, councils sat for three years 
and a couple of decades ago it was two years. 
By taking the most democratic approach 
possible, that is, turning the decision back to 
the voters, Pelham may become a model for 
other municipalities. 

The provincial government, which sets 
the rules and procedures for municipal 
elections, ought to consider reforms in the 
process. The length of time to setup a run a 

one took almost four months ftom the time 
the vacancy opened with the resignation 
of a councillor. During that time, we saw a 
national election called, organized and held 
from coast to coast to coast in just over five 

Byelections can become valuable exercises 
in local democracy. But they have to become 
quick and flexible. Otherwise, municipal 
councils will opt for the convenience of 
appointment and disregard the electors.

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The new Parliament is off to a good start 



I he 41st Parliament of Canada 
-L is only a few weeks in and I 
am already pleasantly surprised at 
the air of civility and cooperation 
that has been experienced 
between the government and the 
Opposition. Indeed the NDP has 
been a far more willing partner in 
providing input and supporting 
worthwhile initiatives than it has 
been in previous Parliaments. 

While the NDP’s opposition to 
our government’s budget remains

ITO hires four to 
develop programs 


For PelhamNEWS 

A provincial government 
grant will help In the Orchard 
Programming for the Arts 
hire four people to develop 
teaching and fund-raising 
programs. 

The Ministry of Training 
Colleges and Universities 
will finance the temporary 
hiring of a youth curricu¬ 
lum developer, children’s 
curriculum developer, fund 
developer and special events 
coordinator.

Niagara. With MCTU spon¬ 
sored participants we will 
develop a solid art curricu¬ 
lum for our youth and chil¬ 
dren’s art programs.” 

This summer ITO will hold 
its Happy Place Art Camps 
in three locations; Princess 
Elizabeth, 330 Scholfield 
Ave., in Welland, Gordon 
Elementary School, 468 
Thorold Rd. W., in Welland 
and at the Happy Place Art 
Studio in Fonthill. The Happy 
Place Studio is also head¬ 
quarters for In the Orchard 
Programming for the Arts. 

The participants in the pro¬ 
gram will profit through the 
experience of growing with a

Seasonal homes, 
recreational vehicles 
need smoke alarms 

For Pelham NEWS sonal homes such as park 


Two recent deaths in sep¬ 
arate trailer fires in Ontario 
has sparked a reminder 
from the Pelham Fire 
Department. 

The Office of the Fire 
Marshal investigators said 
no working smoke alarms 
were recovered from either 
trailer. Fires in these types of 
seasonal homes can spread 
incredibly fast, it said. 

The Pelham Fire 
Department reminds every¬ 
one it is the law to have a 
working smoke alarm in 
their trailer home, motor 
home and other recreational 
vehicle. 

In addition to smoke 
alarms these homes, vehi¬ 
cles or boats used for sleep¬ 
ing should be equipped with 
a carbon monoxide alarm. 

“The Ontario Fire Code 
requires every ‘dwelling 
unit' in Ontario to have 
working smoke alarms on 
every storey and outside all 
sleeping areas,” said Fire 
Prevention Officer Saskia 
Holditch. 

“What many people may 
not know is that the term 
'dwelling unit’ includes sea- 


cottages and may include 
trailer homes, motor homes 
and other recreational 
vehicles” 

While many new trailer 
and RV models may already 
meet a construction stan¬ 
dard requiring working 
smoke alarms, older models 
may not be equipped with 
any or they may not have 
been properly maintained. 

Smoke alarms should be 
tested before sleeping in 
any of these seasonal homes 
and then monthly and after 
any absence of more than a 
few days, she said. 

Replace any smoke alarms 
that may be more than 10 
years old. 

“Smoke alarms can alert 
you and give you and your 
family the precious time 
needed to safely escape a 
fire,” said Holditch. 

"Install smoke and carbon 
monoxide alarms in any 
structure where people may 
be sleeping or living.” 

Failure to comply with the 
applicable Fire Code smoke 
alarm requirements can 
result in a ticket for $235 or 
a fine of up to $100,000.
